WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.-Consul Ger- 


mame in a report to the state department 
from Zurich, Switzerland, tells of an In- 
ventlon by tbe French ship engineer, 
Bonein. 


It is called "Boseins roller express." 


It is claimed the movements of boats will 
be increased to sixty miles an hour. This 
Teasel will not slide as is the case with or- 
dinary ships, but rolls on the water by 
means of enormous hollow wheels or 
rollers.

It was expected in Athene- (hat swarms 


of foreign visitors would grace the games 
with their presence. The committee ap- 
pointed Messrs. Cook their agents for for- 
eign parts and apparently thought that 
this alone wan sufficient to insure an enor- 
mous concourse of foreigners. This turned 
out to be a very unfortunate mode of pro- 
oednre. The price at whioh (he agents ad- 
vertised looms In Athens was so preposter- 
ous that many persons who Intended to 
visit Athens at the season of the games ab- 
stained from going. We can vouch te hav- 
ing found several parties In Italy who 
were intentionally delaying their visit to 
Athens till after the termination of the 
gomes. The crowd then in the stadium 
was almost exclusively composed of Greeks. 
The newspapers, beth in Greece and Eng- 
land, continued, even after the end of the 
meeting, to estimate the number of for- 
eigners present at 90,000. As a nutter of 
fact, there can be no doubt that 1,000 
would be a large estimate. Foreigners 
may nave won the greater part of the 
events, the sport* nay hsjve teen veritably 
International, but the body of spectators 
was not International at all. 


If "Olympic," In the modern sense, 


means "international," these spectators 
were not an Olympic assemblage. 
The 


fact cannot be denied, the reason Is not fs» 
to seek. The organization which failed to 
attract foreign competitors also railed to 
attract foreign spectators. The BO called 
agents of the committee only provided in- 
formation if applied to, and even then the 
intelligence given was very meager. If one 
wrote to the central committee, one was 
liable to be told that all Information could 
be obtained by subscribing a considerable 
sum to the journal ef the committee. Ap- 
parently the committed did not think It 
its dnty cr Its advantage to supply infor- 
mation without immediate reward. The 
lack of foreign attendance at these games 
was peculiarly unfortunate, because It 
rany prevent their success from becoming 
duly spread abroad, and 'so may stand in 
the way of a favorable Issue on the nest 
occasion. — Fortnightly Review.

TAUSTOS, Mans., Aug. 8.—Herbert Wil- 


lis, eldest eon of S. B. Willis, a well known 
fish dealer was arrested this morning after 
a desperate straggle on a charge of murder 
ing Fred Strange on the night of June 22.

manner. Willis Is 19 years of age and 
answers perfectly to the description sent 
of the murderer of Stance.

Clothes Moths. 


Where the larva of the clothes moth 


are known to be at work there is possi- 
bly no better or simpler method of deal- 
ing with them than to apply a liberal 
quantity of benzine or gasoline to the 
garments on which they are feeding. 
Then the garments should be hung out 
of doors in the sunshine and thoroughly 
aired. There may still be eggs or larva 
that have escaped the first application, 
and a second a weak or two later is de- 
sirable to make the work certain. Other 
garments of the same wardrobe are like- 
ly to be infested, and should at least be 
inspected in bright light and watched 
for a few weeks. The room should also be 
sprayed that the work maybe complete. 
The utmost caution most be observed 
when using either ef these repellents 
on account of their highly inflammable 
character. 
' 


Linen and cotton goods are not at- 


tacked by the moths. Neither will gar- 
ments that are in frequent use be at- 
tacked. Upholstery of furniture, linings 
and trappings in carriages and similar 
materiaj remain free from attack by 
nee and plenty ef sunshine. 


For Women. 


With scarcely an exception there is 


a oousaiEas of the best medical and sur- 
gical opinion that cycling is not only 
harmless for women and girls, but ac- 
tually and highly beneficial for the onra 
of anaemia, atonic dyspepsia, function- 
al nerve troubles and even many cases 
of organic tmsonndnesg. Racing, steep 
hill climbing and all other excesses 
must, of course, be avoided. They are, 
for obvious reasons, more injuriow to 
women than to men.

then many changes have tafcrn place, and 
the Hebrew population—mainly on ac- 
count of the increase of Hie Jewish immi- 
gration from Russia—now etnuds at be- 
tween 60,000 and 70,000. Whole streets of 
houses have been built qutside tho walls on 
the site ef the ancient euburban district:, 
which for hundreds of years have remained 
deserted. It is not, however, only lu Jeru- 
salem itself that the Jaws abound, but 
throughout Palestine they are buying 
farms and establishing themselves in a sur- 
prisingly rapid manner. In Jerusalem they 
form at present a larger community than 
either fheChrlstlan or the Mohammedan."

ufacturer. Along these sand dunes from 
Manhattan to Montnnk point, the anti- 
quarian can point to great heaps of 
shells where the old squaws nsed to Kit 
and practice the free coinage of wam- 
pum. 
After awhile a smart Yankee in- 


vented a turning latlto which trans- 
formed the clam shells into money too 
fast. This led to the demonetization of 
the Long Island clam. [Laughter. ] The 
poor Indian has passed off to the plains 
and we hear no more of the free coinage 
of clame. 


These are simply evolutionary steps. 


Yon look back to the beginnings of 
your industry and marvel at the changes. 
The world advances. Civilization re- 
fines. Commerce requires exact terms 
and merwmr -. It insists upon certainty, 
fixity in the .'.'.andard of values. It must 
bare something upon which it can de- 
pend. It has found out that it must de- 
pend tipou some one thing. That is why 
it has veered to the single standard. It 
has quit stepping from one standard to 
the other. It makes its election. It votes 
for gold because of its great value, in 
small compass and because of the fixity 
of that value. So it is that one great 
nation after another, under the com- 
mand of its best intelligence, has come 
to the gold standard. It is because they 
have found it the cheapest, best and 
most effective standard by which to 
measure all values. 


What does a standard mean? What is 


its primary significance? It comes from 
an old Latin word meaning something 
to turn to. When you are in doubt you 
go to the standard. I don't care what 
line of business you are rii or -what 
course' of life you pursue, a standard 
governs it somehow or other. You ride 
on a railway on a standard gauge, you 
sit at a table of a standard height, and 
so on through the list. The standard 
must be the thing it stands for. If you 
have a standard of weight, it may be of 
diamonds or precious stones, bu'^ it has 
got to have weight—that is the first 
thing. If you ha ve a standard of length, 
it must have length. And when yon 
oome to the question of the standard of 
value, whatever it is made of it has 
got to have value. 


You can talk about the whole ques- 


tion of finance iu 100 different lights. 
But this is *he main point—you must 
have a standard of value. That standard 
must have value. Wo choose for the 
standard the metal which fluctuates the 
least in value. That is the whole story 
of the gold standard. [Cheers. ] 


Our friends out in Chicago claim 


that the gold standard is a British pol- 
icy which we are seeking to enforce in j 
this country. Did you ever hear any- 
thing about British policy in connection 
with the law of gravitation or a British 
policy of good health against bad health i 
—good clothes against shoddy? There i 
are other countries in the world besides j 
Great Britain. We do not bwve to look i 
to Great Britain to know what is a good | 
thing. [Great applause.] We are old j 
enough and big enough to know a good ' 
thing when we sea it. Ours is a country

anything else. All you have was built

apon the gold standard. The greatness i 
and development of this country have ! 
been attained under that standard. How ) 
is the world Ihiing up on this question?

•rent Corporation Which Free Silver 


Would Enable to Cheat Their Creditors 
Oat of Half of the Money Borrowed. 
The free silver agitators claim to be 


working in the interest of the debtors 
of the country, whom they represent as 
being a large number of poor persons.

An important innovation has been re- 


cently introduced »t the Paris Grand 
Opera, nay* f<e Figaro, the chtqu* service 
being taken over by the state and ceasing 
to be a commercial undertaking. Hitherto 
the claque had been a mere matter of bnsi 
cess at the opem, B« in the other theaters 
Paris has a ktng of the cinque who under 
takes to provide applause in all the large 
theatera. In return for a considerable sum 
of money this august personage receives a 
fixed number of seats, which he sells at 
his own discretion, with the understand- 
ing that he will provide the quantity of 
applause that the malinger calls for. A s 
he combines with this trade the sale of 
authors' tlckete the chief tit the claque has 
It In his power to determine the price of 
tickets bought outr.Stie of tho box office. 
To the profits obtained In this way ore 
added "the obligatory gifts" of the artists, 
many of whom pay from IEO to (60 a 
month to have their entrance and their re- 
calls looked after. 


Consequently nn intelligent chief of the 


claqun soon bucomes rich and has alwny 
$B,600 or so to help managers who ore In 
trouble. 
In return he rooetves (10,000 or 


$13,000 in tickets, or else they let him have 
the curtain raiser for a certain length of 
time. He than buys nuy sort of a play o 
some poor devil for $40 and has It octet 
200 or 300 times running, keeping the au 
thor's rights. Combinations like these ox 
plain why we nee I he Fame stupid one ac 
piece performed (or two years running at 
•ome of tho Boulevard theaters, no matter 
what the umtii piece Is. 


At the Opora the he«d of the cinque usei 


to receiro simio SO pnrterre seats which he 
had sold at .1 well known office In the Hue 
Aubert. Tho normal price was 6 francs, 
Instead of 6, the cost of the Beats at the box 
office, but «; first performances or other 
unusual occasions the price often raee as 
high as 30 francs. Tho system long tn use 
at the Come.lle Franchise has now been 
adopted at tue Opera. The head oft the 
claque is employed by the manager and. re 
calves (100 a month. He has at his dls 
posal SO tickets, which he must distribute 
without compensation to the amateurs who 
are permitted to applaud under his ardors. 
The change has canted discontent not only 
among ticket agents, but among man; 
good people of moderate means, but fond 
of music who were enabled to attend the 
Opera with thcwo cheap tickets. 


The new employee is » graduate of the 


Conservatoire, an excellent arttut, who does 
not give the signal tor applause according 
to iv cut and dried programme prepared be 
forehand, but who selects with tact the 
moments when applause fits In naturally. 
The persons whom be has selected to assist 
him are doctors, lawyer*, engineers or civil 
service employees drawing no high salnrles. 


Dr. Veren, who was director of the Opera 


under the second empire, describes in ME 
memoirs a ablef of the «laque of his day, a 
gigantic fellow named Auguste, who w 
paid regularly by artists and authors. Al 
all font nights he received tit least 100 
tlckeM. After a piny had been brought 
out, if it needed to bo helped along, Au 
gusto reeoivfid 40 or 60 tickets, but If it 
was RUKtesaful and the public did it* own 
applauding ha only got 10 tickets. 


He was present at all dress rehearsals, 


and beta* each performance he nsed to 
have a long and serious conference with 
the manager. Hi* idea wai that at tin 
opera It was not right to warm up toa 
much during the first act, but that hta 
efforts should be reserved for the last act 
and the finale. "I do awt hesitate to give 
three round* of applause in the last aet tc 
u piece which would obtain only one if it) 
place had been In the first. In the middle 
of a piece you should caress success and 
not force it," and then he would say, "But 
what trouble we nmd to have with thorn 
rascally people who bought their tickets." 
He used to earn (6,000 to (8,000 a year 
and retired when he had made his fortune. 
Those who followed him made evan larger

The Beech. 


There axe some of our best native 


trees which seem to be systematically 
ignored in park and lawn planting. 
One is the beech, than which there is 
no better or more beautiful lawn tree. 
The branches are long and graceful, the 
leaves have a peculiarly bright color, 
the buds are long, pointed and polished 
and the bark of the trunk and larger 
limbs lights up the shade of the thick 
foliage in dark days and shines in the 
winter with a pinkish light under cleai 
skies. It required a gopd deal of room 
to develop its greatest beauty, but 
thrives on most Boils, and is not subject 
to attacks of insects. We plant its for- 
eign relative, the copper beech, solely 
for the color of its leaves, and our na- 
tive, handsomer tree is utterly neglected. 
For a sinall lawn tree there is no better 
than the near relative of our common 
beech. 
It is generally called blue 


beech, or iron wood, and makes a 
nice shaped tree 10 or 15 feet high. It 
is for prettier than the mountain ash or 
horse chestnut, both foreign trees and 
very liable to attacks of insects. As far 
O.H ordinary observation goes no leaf 
cutting insect troubles the blue beech. 
The leaves are smaller and darker in 
color than those of the common beech, 
but iu shape aud veimug are Eimilar.— 
Buffalo Express. 


Fall Sowing; of Clorer. 


Fall sowing of clover should be prac- 


ticed where spring seeding failed, other- 
wise the rrop rotation will be thrown 
out of joint, the supply of hay and pas- 
ture cut short next year and soil fertil- 
ity maybe lost through leaving the 
ground bare. If the work is well done 
•t the proper time a good catch of clover 
and grass seed may be secured. 


Burn the stubble to destroy all rub- 


bish that would interfere with the per- 
fect preparation of the seed bed. 


Harrow tepeatedly, with a disk or 


spading harrow, until the soil is thor- 
oughly loosened to the depth of two jr 
three inches. 


Pulverize tho soil very finely with • 


fine tooth harrow. 


As soon as the soil becomes thoroughly 


moistened sew the clover seed, harrow 
it in lightly and heavily roll the 
ground. The timothy w other grass seed 
may be sown at .the same time or later. 
Of coarse the soil must be rich to obtain 
a permanently good stand.—American 
Agriculturist

Th«y did not indulge in great 
speeches or play at politics, but went 
at their work without waste of timeia 
contpsts for honor or preliminary ma- 
norn Trmjj. 
Argemmte of tho Third Ticket Advoeator. 


An informal conference was held at 


coon which was not open to the public, 
the purpose of which was to bring into 
line .he members from Texas, Georgia, 
Mar\ land, Pennsylvania and Maine, 
who curne here with the impression 
that a third ticket would probably do 
more harm than good by dividing the 
souu 1 money forces of the country. At 
this conference speeches were made by 
Gen Buckner of Kentucky, Mr. Outh- 
waitoof Ohio, Mr. Wilson of Indiana, 
and Mi Ewing of Illinois, demonstra- 
ting- 'lie fac, that "> their states a third 
t.chrl was necessary in order that the 
suumi money democrats might have 
some rallying point, something to fight ] 
for and to make a campaign for. They ' 
declared that in this section of the 
country where every inch of political 
ground has been fought over year by 
year there is more in

with the average voter and large num- 
bers of democrats who would be in- 
clined to vote for a sound money demo- 
era tic ticket would swallow Bryan and 
tho Chicago platform eventually rather 
than vote the republican ticket. 


Work Qnloklr Accomplished, 


Hefore the conference at noon ended, 


all opposition to the calling of another 
convention wus withdrawn and it was 
agreed that the meetings of the com- 
mittee in the afternoon and evening 
would be public. It was also formally 
agreed that Gen. John M. Palmer of 
Illinois should be made permanent 
chairman of the provisional committee. 
Talks among the delegates exhibited 
much confidence in the success of the 
sound money movement. Gen. Coxey 
of commonweal fame, created a ripple 
of excitement by appearing at the 
headquarters hotel during the mom- ' 
ing. He is making speeches in the 
state for the populist organization 
and was simply over between appoint- ' 
meets. The action of the committee : 
was harmonious 
and was quickly 


taken. The afternoon seision, which 
was presided over by W. D. Bynum, ! 
lasted but an hour, but in that time it j 
was determined to call a convention ' 
and Indianapolis was named as the 
place.

The Call. 


The following is the call issued to- 


day A political party has always been 
defined to be an association of voters 
to promote the success of political 
principles held in common. The demo- 
cratic party, during its whole history, 
has been pledged to promote the 
liberty of the individual, the security 
of private rights and property and the 
supremancy of the law. It has always 
insisted upon a safe and stable money 
for the people's use. It has insisted 
upon the maintenance of the financial 
honor of the nation, as well as upon 
the preservation inviolate of the insti- 
tutions established by the constitution. 
These, its principles, were abandoned 
by the supposed representatives of the 
party at a national convention re- 
cently assembled at Chicago. 
The 


democratic . party 
will, 
therefore, 


cease to exist unless it be preserved by 
the voluntary action of such of its 
members 
as 
still 
adhere 
to its 


fundamental principles. No majority 
of raaml/ers of that convention, how- 
ever Itirjo, has any right or power to 
surrender those principles.

they undertook to do so that assem- 
blage ceased to be a democratic con- 
vention. The action taken, the irre- 
gular proceedings and the platform 
enunciated by that body were, and are, 
so utterly and indefensibly revolution- 
ary and consltnte such radical depart- 
ures from 
the 
principle* of true 


democracy, which should characterize a 
sound, patriotic administnittjn of our 
country's affairs, that rm%tta are not 
entitled to the confidence or support of 
true democrats. 
For the first time 


since national parties were formed 
there is not before the American people 
a platform declaring the principles of 
the democratic party as recognized 
and most courageously and consistently 
administered by Jefferson, Jackson and 
Cleveland, nor are the nominees for 
the offices of president and vice-presi- 
dent of the United States pledged to 
carry those principles into practical 
effect.

Cleveland, Aug. 8.—The hearing of 


the injunction proceedings instituted 
by Win. Stanley, one of the locked-out 
employe* of the Brown Hoisting com- 
pany, to prevent May or McKisson from 
summoning additional military and 
police to guard the works and street* 
in remote parts of the city; to compel 
the Brown compaay to keep Uie agree- 
ment made with the employes on July 
27, and restrain the company from 
arming the non-union men, was be- 
gun yesterday afternoon before Judge 
Noble. Attorney Wing read an affi- 
davit by Alexander Brown, vice-presi- 
dent of the Brown company. It stated 
that riots, disturbances and disorders 
had existed to the danger of the life 
and 
safety of employes and citi- 


zens. 
He also 
claimed that the 


mayor had 
summoned 
only 
such 


force as was necessary. He denied 
that the company had armed its em- 
ployes or Intended to do so. Attorney 
L. A. Russell, for the union men, as- 
serted that it was tho federal court* 
that abated the trouble in the Chicago 
strike and not the federal troops.
